BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

PART 1. The Council amends Chapter 2-1(Boards and Com :ss:ons), Article 9, of the
City Code relating to the Austin Telecommunications Commi§si to read as follows:

§ 2-1-92 CREATION AND COMPOSITION.

(A ) There is created and established the Austin Community Technology and
Telecommunications Commission. Membership shall consist of nine resident
citizens of the City appointed by the city council, each of whom shall have
voting power. At the effective date of appointment each member must have
continuously resided within the city for not less than 180 days. Membership
shall be broadly representative of community interests,

(B ) Members are appointed for staggered 4 s of two years. The city council
will appoint five members in odd-nufnbered years and four [five] members in
even-numbered years.

(C ) The commission shall annually elect %wg its membership a chair to
preside over its meetings, serve as liaisoiyto the city council, and perform
other duties as the membershlp shall votgios Eslgn

(D) The commission may create from within its mem¥ rsh wer offices with
the titles, duties and terms as it may deem proper. %

(E) The commission may cgeate committees of the number, duties and terms as it
deems proper, comynitgee-memberships may include a minority of persons not
members of the copimKsion without vote.

§ 2-1-93 PROCEDURES.

(A ) The Community Technolog ;- "Telecommunications Commission shall
meet no less than once each gionth and more frequently as may be determined

by the Telecommunications Commission.

(B ) A quorum of the commission [Feleeommunieations-Commission] shall

consist of a majority of active members in good standing.

(C) Vacancies in an unexpired term shall be filled by the council for the
remainder of the term.

(D) The commission [Felecommunieations-Commissien] shall establish rules and

regulations for commission procedures.
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§ 2-1-94 DUTIES.

(A) The Austin Community Technology and Telecommunications Commission
shall advise the city council regarding [ teatiens] issues including,
but not limited to, the following areas:

(1) new sources of funding for access television projects;

(2) new sources of funding for community techﬁt gﬁmects

(3) allocation of annual financial support; and

(1) p : ' awareness, use, and viewership of access television
programming and other community media;

(2) identifying community technology needs and problems in the City and
defining innovative programming approaches to those needs and
problems; and

3) public awareness of telecommunications policy and community
technology issues.
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(D) The commission [Austin-Feleeemmunieations-Commission] shall serve as a
coordinating forum for issues relating to the provision of every different type of
telecommunications services and community technologies, by receiving reports and
recommendations from other City commissions and from City departments, and
forwarding these to the city council.
